In answer to your questions in your letter of March 3, 1974, we have 
the following answers. 


The main crop in Montana worked by migrants is the sugar beet crop. 
About 2,000 Mexican Americans are recruited each season from Texas 
by beet growers to thin and hoe sugar beets. The wages are set by 
the USOA each season. All workers are on a ciece rate basis. 


The counties involved are Yellowstone, Big Horn, Custer, Rosebud, 
Prairie, Dawson, Richland, and Blaine. There are no labor camps in 
the state. Each family group or crew is housed by the growers on 
their own acreages. Our agency is not engaged in the inspection of 
the housing as growers no longer recruit through us but handle this 
themselves. We would inspect housing as per government regulations 
as we did in previous seasons some years ago should growers submit 
interstate recruitment orders through our agency. «

NOWCAP, a community action agency, serves farmworkers in the Big Horn Basin area 
during the months of May, June and July when they harvest sugar heets. 


A health program, a family nlannine program, Nay Care/Headstart programs plus 
additional supportive services are also avallable. 


All medical and dental care is referred to local physicians on a fee-for-service 
basis. Some of the medical services include immunizations, physical examinations, 
pre-natal and child care education with an entire array of comprehensive medical 
and dental treatment. 


An outreach aide reters migrants to public health service sites and assists with 
transportation, .cts as a translator and makes a follow-up on the initial delivery 
uf medical treatment. 


fhe Dav Care components of NOWCAP are located at St. Joseph's Catholic Church in 
Lovell, Bie Horn County and at Westside Borland School in Worland, Washakie County. 


Eligible children are aged from infancy to five years old. 


Medical and dental care is provided by nurses who visit the Center neriodically. 
Children are fed breakfast, lunch and snacks. In addition, transportation on school 
buses to and from the Nav Care Centers is provided. 


The daily routine includes hathinp, changing of clothes, napping and play periods. 

The older children in the group are put in a Headstart program for orientation and 
development. The following cities in Rig Horn County have Headstart programs: Basin, 
Treybull and Lovell. In Washakie Countv, Yorland has a service site. 


The Family Planning Service component assists migrant and seasonal farmworker adults 
in planning their family. The service makes family planning paraphernalia accessible, 
as well as bilingual educational material. 


The Center also offers physical examinations, pelvic and breast examinations and pap 
smear cancer-detection tests. 


Outreach aides inform farmworkers of all services available and referrals are made 
to the appropriate staff or agency to provide assistance, as food stamp regulations.

Secretarv's housing regulations be followed to the letter. There had been

SNSSITE VISEES. On-site visits were made to numerous Agencies in an effort to obtain 
JetatTed first hand intermation on the nature and types of services available to 
migrant farmworkers in each state. The most current farm labor statistics and data 
On wages, Migrant population, crops, legislation, ete. were also sought, Such visits 
were Limited bv time, and generally speaking, were made only to those Federal, State, 
and local agencies considered central or headquarters offices for other projects or 
oroprahs. 


IDENTIFICATION OF DATA BASE. After all preliminary information had been accumulated 
and verified, and after all on-site visits had heen conducted, counties to be included 
in the hook were established according to the following criteria:

i. "Agencies Which May Assist “ligrants" are service agencies, projects or 
Organizations whose target populations are the poor, the disadvantaged, and 
the minorities. Such agencies generally have no special provisions for 
providing services to migrant families, but often render services if the 
eligihility requirements are met, 


The purpose for resorting to the above classifications of programs was not to subject: 
ively brand prograns according tc what they do or do not do, but rather to provide the 
hasis tor in orderly presentation of the information to the reader and to avoid a 
confused rindom arrangement of the material. As is evident, migrant services are the 
hasis for priority in the presentation,
